CEOVE  PINKS.  Perfectly  hardy  and  flowering  continuously 
from  spring  until  late  fall  if  the  flowers  are  removed  when  they 
begin  to  fade.  Their  spicy  fragrance  rivals  their  brilliant  colors, 
varying  from  pure  white  to  the  richest  crimson,  many  being 
beautifully  striped  and  laced. 

DEEPHINIUM.  Gold  Medal  Hybrid.  (Larkspur.)  Perhaps  the 
most  beautiful  hardy  plant  in  cultivation.

The  fernlike  foliage  is  attractive 
when  the  plants  are  not  in  bloom  and  the  flowers  ranging  from 
pure  white  through  shades  of  pink  to  deep  crimson  are  beau- 
tiful on  the  plant  also  as  cut  flowers.
